Cer­ 
tain la w m a k e rs in the past have put pres­ 
sure upon the depa rtm en t to give jobs to 
their supporters, and the dem ands som e­ 
times have been acceded to because of the 
thre a ts to reduce the appropriations for 
conservation work. 
This is un d e r s t a n d ­ 
able, of course, but the ty pe of legislators 
who have been In a position to do this for­ 
tun ately have been not so n um erous. A ft­ 
er all, the conservation d e pa r tm e n t has a 
very good record for being free of objec­ 
tionable politics. 
Again at this session it has been the 
le gislature that has tried to inject polities 
into the conservation d epartm ent.

t he re was a bill introduced, designed to 
ta ke ad m in is tra tio n of the public lands 
aw a y from the departm en t. 
Then, another 
bill proposed puttin g t he control of the 
state pa rk s into t he ha n d s of the highway 
d e pa rtm en t .

T hus dictatorship achieves its ends by 
k e e pi n g its people in darkness, an d s hut ­ 
tin g the m away from any knowledge, any 
facts, an y opinion which may suggest that 
the m a n or the party in power is less than 
perfect. 
Under various dictatorships the 
r ig ht to vote in free and honest elections 
has been ta k en from the peeople. The right 
of free speech has been ta ken from them. 
T he right of free assembly h a s been ta ken 
fro m them. 
The right of open trial by 
j ur y ha* been ta ken from them. 
T he right 
of a f r e e press has been taken from them. 
Between the United States and such ty ­ 
ran n y stands the Constitution 
a 
living 
document, reasonably interpreted by un ­ 
controlled, non-political judges. 
We must 
be continually on our guard lest, in our 
eagerness for seeming advantage, we un ­ 
knowingly sacrifice the liberties for which 
millions of men fought d urin g centuries 
of bloody history .

Nurmi, or Musician Joan Sibelius, or A r­ 
chitect Eliel Saarineif, or Patriot and Li­ 
berato r Gustav M a n n e r he i m — or perhaps 
just of cold w eather. 
Up to about a decade ago t he r e . was 
some reason, or at least som e explanation 
for the com parative oblivion which

rounded Finland.

provement in her c o m m un ic ati o n s and the 
solidify ing of her in d ustrial and economic 
structure, Fin land has stepped forw ard as 
an im porta nt m e m be r of the family of n a ­ 
tions.
